A. Galton, obferving the ftridt Unton of the Soul 
with the Body, and how the Ufe of immoderarely 
het or cold Medicines wou’d oecafion Madnefs in 


Young People, and Llorgerfuinels, Doatage, and 


Raving in the O.d, was from thence induced to 
contefs freely, that he did not know, what the 
Soul :s, and afterwards to be of Opinion thar it 
was novhing elfe bur the Temperature of the Body, 
which muit therefore Petifh with the Body. So 
deeply was this Notion imprefled in him, that he 
Writ a large Bonk to cenvonftrate the dependance 
of the Affections and Dilpofisions of the Soul upon 
the Temnerature of the Body. Indeed, repeated 
Pxperience Cbliges us to grant, that rhe Influence 
of the Qusiiries of thefe Elements that compofe 
the Body, is forrerimes fo preva'ent as wholly to 
fuppre{s ail che Faculties of che Soul, here isa 
preat varicty of Noxious Fumes proceeding from 
Bodies, which clouding and overpowering the 
Brain, ci:hor or extrudes thot? finer Spirits 
by the Mediation of which the Suu! operates. And 
even thote themfelves, which are the In- 
ftramests of che Sou's Operations, having cheir 
Origine! trom the Body, confequenty be 
affect with rkole Onalises ot the Body that 
are Preedomirant, and be Subject to all the 
that che Qualiti¢s are: So that according 


as thele are the Operations of the Mind will kc expe- 
dited or obftructed. The Relation that the Soul 
has to the Body has been by Philofophers in fome 


‘Retpects very firly reprefented by that of Harmony 


to a Mufical Inftrument. For as the Excellence 
of Harmony depends upon a juft Proportion of the 
Qualities, and fir Difpofition of rhe Parts 


of the Organ; fo does thar of the Under. 


ftanding, upon a happy Temperament of Body. 
Jf the Body is diftorted or corrupted, it becomes 
an improper Inftrumenr for the Soul ta vpon. 
Notwithftanding the Influence of the Mind is nat 
fo great, bur that that of the Mind on the contra- 
ry upon the Body is in general much greater. Ic 
oiten exerciies over it a Defpotic fway, and Arbi- 
trarily dilpofes ir either to Health or Sicknefs. Even 
Galen, himfelf more than once teftitfies, that the 
Aftections of the Mind are endued with an admir- 
able Power to drive away all Pains and Sicknefs 
from the Body, and thar he often prefcribed no o- 


ther Phyfick ro his Patients, than to reftrain their 


ditorderly or violent Paffions by the force of Rea. 
fon. No Man is by the natural Confticution of his 
Body {o ftrengly difpofed to any Vice, either of 


Luft or Anger, but that he might be able to Con. 


quer thar Propenfion by the Power of rational 
Principles. And in genera), we may fay, thar in 
all Moral Actions the Soul is poffefled of an Abfo- 
luce-Authority over the Body, if it pleafes to ex- 
ercife it; as on the contrary in Phyfical ACtions 
the Body often governs. Ic is one of the hardeft 
Queftions in Philofophy, of which we may fay, 
with Siwonide:, when he had been ftudying about 
the Nature of God, The longer we confider it, the 
pore dificult we find it.
